The site is a lordly one. A small moun- 
tain rises abruptly from the plain, at 
whose foot the city of Matsuyama lies 
curled. The castle crowns the summit 
and the several storied roof of its two 
chief towers can be seen for miles around. 

The approach is by a winding, shady 
roadway beside which ferns, bamboo and 
wild orchids grow in dank profusion. It 
promises to lead one to some garden of 
the gods, but brings us suddenly against 
a great, frowning, gray wall of gigantic 
stones, a wall which is really the sheath- 
ing of the mountain. The road winds 
round this higher stil] until it reaches an 


enormous gate built of ponderous wooden | *~ 
“ dismal chamber. 


beams and closed with great fron-bestud- 
ded doors. Above the gateway is a su- 
perstru*ture, with sloping tile roof, be- 
neath which dark loop holes look out 
like a row of s0 many suspicfous eyes. 

This is the first of eight gateways 
piercing as many successive walls, each 
topped with a fighting gallery along its 
whole width. The stone walls are in 
contrast with the ting galleries of 
wood and white plas which look ridi- 
culously filmsy when’ one has modern 
cannon in mind, but in the old days of 
sword slashing and arrow winging, they 
were formidable enough. 

Coming by sundry steep turnings 
through the eight great gateways in the 
elght gray walls, one at last emerges 
upon—what think you? A level plateau 
planted in fields of barley, rice and vege. 
tables! The last gate house at the top 
is transferred into a farm house, the 
whole scene is the home of quiet agri- 
cultural peace. A bent old man is busy 
hoeing. Upon our approach he jerks off 
his blue head cloth and makes his best 
bow, his son goes off to get the keys. 
His buxom daughter, with round, strong, 
young arms, draws a bucket of cold wa- 
ter for us from the cavernous well 10 
160 feet deep.

Russian Captices in Durance Vile. 


At the fvot of Matsuyama castle, the 
flag of Dai Nippon waves above—mira- 
bile dictu—a hospital sheltering Ruasian 
soldiers, captured this good 37th year of 
Meiji. 

On a wide terrace, commanding free 
air and a fine view and restfully aloof 
from the life of the streets, formerly 
stdod the palace of the Daimio, now oc- 
cupied by the provincial hospital and 
the newly erected buildings for the Rus- 
sians. Except the sentry at the gate and 
the escort of two armed police that ac- 
companies visitors around, there is lit- 
tle to suggest a prison., At the time of 
my visit I had excellent opportunities for 
observation.

Southern Manufacturers of Cotton 
Goods Complain That They Are

Spartanburg, 8S. C., September 10.—(Spe- 
| cial. )—Several 


of the largest cotton 
| manufacturers were interviewed here to- 
| day regarding the cloth situation as 
affected by the war in the Far East, and 
also relative to the home trade at present. 

The foreign trade for the past sixty 
days, according to one mill man, has 
shown a falling off hard to account for. 
Just about that time a large shipment 
of American cloth was made to the Far 
East which seems to have closed up the 
season’s trade as far as big orders are 
concerned. 

A most interesting suggestion by a local 
manufacturer, is that Japan is getting a 
very great portion of the Chinese trade 
which hitherto has been the most re- 
sourceful for the American manufacturers 
of cotton goods and sheetings. The gen- 
tleman interviewed produced a handbook 
of statistics which showed that the ex- 
port trade frorf the little island of the 
Japs to China had increased nearly 90 
per cent, or almost doubled, in 1993 as 
compared with the year preceding 1903. 

The question naturally arises, is Japan

Financial Situation Abroad. 

A banker who recently returned from 
Europe when asked in regard to the 
financial situation “abroad, replied that 
England and Germany are poor so far as 
surplus fundg for investment are con- 
cerned. They have relatively little money 
and cannot buy any quantity of Ameri- 
can stocks, no matter how attractive 
they may Iook. The French people have 
plenty of money, but they do not care 
to put it info any except gilt-edged is- 
sues yielding an attractive rate of in- 
terest. The market has gone up so much 
that they do not think we have many 
bargains. What they took thus far was 
principally first mortgage bonds yielding 
4 1-2 to 5 per cent. Most of these have 
been cleaned up. He said there {fs noth- 
ing in the notion that leading American 
Stocks, Ike Atchison, Union Pacific and 
Baltimore and Ohio, are to be listed on 
the Paris stock exchange. Whenever a 
foreign stock is listed there prominent 
bankers have to be responsible for them, 
within certain defined lines. No Amert- 
can bankers would care to -be governed 
by the restfictions which are imposed. 
But it is really unnecessary for Ameri- 
can securities to be listed {n Paris to 
make them popular. They are gradually 
coming into favor al} over Evrope. The, 
Russo-Japantse war has done much to 
bring this about, directing attention to 
the insecuritity of Frenchmen holding so 
many Russian securfties, when many 
more are being constantly furned out. 
The United States 
much safer fleld for investment. 

The far reaching possibilities jad there 
been a strike on the local elevated lines, 
how far other railroads would be in- 
volved in fighting to establish a princi- 
ple ,and whether it is safe to undertake 
radical reductions in wages, were widely 
discussed this week. ‘T/njess traffic shows 
some improvement the companies will be 
compelled to make deeper cuts in ex- 
penses. Will they welcome trouble from 
the brotherhoods or wil] they do all in 
their power to avoid it? It‘is safe to say 
that nothing will be done to “stir up 
the men’”’ this side of the election, be- 
cause of the effect TL might have on the 
result. After that event, if business does 
not work out Satisfactory, some devel- 
opments may be expected. But these are 
not likely to bg radical. The corpora- 
tions will do no more than they can help 
to unsettle things until their floating 
debts are paid off. They believe the 
business outlook for next year is en- 
couraging and that if the creps are good 
and the steel industry steadily expands 


there will be no need of reducing w 
materially.

PROFIT TAKING WAS HEAVY 


Southern Railway Was the Feature 
of the Railway Group in Early 
Heavy, 
But Not Widely Dis- 
tributed. 


New York, September 10.—As a result 
largely of further heavy profit taking, 
stocks moved rather irregularly today, 
though the undertone was undeniably 
firm. The tendency of many issles was 
toward a higher level. Indeed, several 
of the more active issues, such as United 
States Steel preferred and common touch- 
ed new high records for the present 
movement. Business for the brief ses- 
sion was unusually heavy, though not 
widely distributed. Southern Rallway 
was the féature of the railway group in 
the early trading. Later St. Paul, Union 
Paicific, Atchison and other standard rail- 
way issues became very strong, but else- 
where in the list the activity was con- 
fined chiefly to the minor railway and 
industrial shares. The tobacco issues 
were but little affected by the proposed 
merger, though some pean followed 
the early advance in Consolidated To- 
bacco 4s. Metropolitan securities, con- 
cerning which there were many new and 
improbable rumors, made an early gain, 
ut closed practically unchanged. The 
market was steady on the publication of 
the bank staternent, which showed an un- 
usual fncrease in loans and a cash loss 
which almost exceeded the highest esti- 
mates. The d total of loans and de- 
posits. is now at the highest in the his- 
tory of association banks. Reports that 
the. government report on .corn' would be 
quite reassuring gave added stimulus to 
the list in the fina] trading, and the clos- 
ing was quite active and stronger in 
apite of furtther heavy profit taking. A 
feature of the day was the heaviness of 
Reading, which failed to move up with 
the other active railway stocks and 
closed with a net loss of 1-2 per cent.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, September 10.—The New 
York Financier this week says: 

“One striking feature of the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week was the remarkably 
close agreement between the loss of cash 
last week and in the previous week, and 
another feature was the important ex- 
pansion in loans last week, this gain be- 
ing only about $6,000,000 below the in- 
crease of the week ending September 3. 
The loss of cash last week was $7,908,- 
800: in the previous ‘week it Waa.$7,+ 
426,700, making $15,834,500 for the: fort- 
night. The decreage in cash last week 
very nearly agreed with the loss of $8,- 
659,200 which was estimated on the basis 
of the traceable movements of money, 
and the differemce tween the two 
amounts may easily be accounted for in 
great part by the fact that $1,500,000 
was withdrawn from the banks on Fri- 
day for transfer to San Francisco, which 
sum was not included in the estimates. 
The deposits were increased $4,625,400, 
and the resulting augmented reserve re- 
quirement was $1,150,350, which sum, 
mdded to the loss of cash, made $9,065,- 
160 ase the decrease in the surplus re- 
serve to $38,436,250, a loss, it may be 
noted, of $18,937,150 for the fortnight. 
Computed on the basis of deposits less 
those of $23,359,200 funds, the surplus 
is 
a good proof, the sum of the increase 
in loans, less the loss in cash, being 
only $719,400 more than the increase 
in deposits: Loans were expanded 613,- 
243,600, making a gain of $31,429,000 in 
the fortnight. This would seem to re- 
flact corporation borrowing and _ also 
large rediscounting by the New York 
banks for their inlend correspondents. 
It is noteworthy that new high records 
were made last week for loans and de- 
posits. The circulation was increased 
$1,085,100 last week, following a gain 
of $1,266,800 in the previous week, The 
daily average of bank clearings for the 
five days was $200,000,000, an increase 
of $4,000,000 compared with the pre- 
vious week. The clearings on Saturday, 
reflecting Friday's business, were $218,- 
673,489. Comparisons show that six 
banks gained $10,000,000 net in loans and 
eight banks lost $8,000,000 net in cash. 
The large loss of $4,500,000 by the banks 
on subtreasury operations last week, 
which contributed to the decrease of cash 
in the institutions, was almost wholly 
due to payments by banks at this center 
jnto the treasury for account of inland 
correspondents at the manufacturing 
cities of excess internal revenue coliec- 
tions, this course being taken by the 
country banks in order indirectly to pro- 
cure transfers of money from New York, 
the excess collection being detained by 
the inland banks and amounts corre- 
sponding therewith being paid into the 
New York subtreasury out of the bal- 
ances of the inland institutians in this 
city.

It may be that the enthusiasm, being 
divided into five parts, does not make so 
much of a show as it would if the 
division were shorter. 

Colonel John B. Goodwin led off with 
the meetings, his being held at the 
Grand. H. C. Stockdell and Dr T. PN. 
Longino have also held meetings in be- 
half of their candidacy for mayor. 
James L. Key, another of the mayoralty 
candidates, has contented himself thus 
far with addressing the members of the 
police force, while James G. Woodward 
has thus far had no public meeting of 
any kind.

An Old, Old Story. 
| The story of the dispute between coun-

|ers is by no means a new one, it would 
| Seem, from a consultation of the minutes 
.of the city council. There are entries on

And as now, so in former days the city 
council after doing harsh things to the 
‘police board seemed to develop a sort of 
penitence, and a desire to ‘‘square”’ itself 
| with the board by declaring it did not 
really mean to do what it did, but only 
|did it because it had to be done. 

At the last meeting of -council when 
| the special committee appointed to con- 
| sider legisiation with reference to the po- 
lice department, made its report, recom- 
|mending the adoption of several ordi- 
|nances and resolutions more stringent 
than those heretofore adopted, two or 
| three members of council deprecated any 
harsh or hurried action, and suggested 
that the police commissioners should be 
given an adequate hearing before thig 
new legislation was adopted. In other 
words these council members thought the 
police board was being hit a little too 
gg and that council should let up a 

Council might have settled the whold 
matter by readopting a conciliatory reso- 
lution that was adopted by the city fath- 
ers at the meeting of July 3d, 1876.

OLLBGIANS the country over are

tation and brimming over with 
eagerness to learn of the !904 “pros- 
pects” here, there and everywhere, par- 
ticularly “here’—the ‘“here’’ to them 
meaning their own alma mater. It should 
be prefaced that this intensified eager- 
ness relates not primarily to books or 
faculties, but to football. 

It Is difficult to prognosticate with any- 
thing like acouracy as to what this or 
that college’s chances of a successful 
season ape: the factors entering into the 
calculation being so numerous and so va- 
ried, and, too, so little basic imformation 
being obtainable from the different col- 
leges this early in the season, yet the 
football world demands a forecast and 
a “forecast” it shall have.

Phillips, their efficient coach of last year, 
will be with them again and with such a 
collection of individually fine players it 
it hard to see why the Lebanon team

‘lent performance. 


Davidson and Furman are unknown 
quantities. The former had a fair new 
team last year, which Ought to be much 
better this year, as nearly all the men 
are back. It is doubtful if Furman will 
put out a team, though we all wish 
they would. 

Georgia, it seems to me, is bound to 
have a rattling good team. She has 
nearly every old man back and Georgia 
men generally are very hopeful of their 
Harvard coach. Certain it is, he was a 
splendid player, and with Dickinson to 
assist him and the same commendable 
Spirit that Georgia has shown in the 
past under difficulties, I look to see her 
do some “stunts” on the gridiron this 
fall. 

Mercer seems to have changed her 
mind once more and decided to stay out 
of the football business, to my very pro- 
found regret, and no doubt that of many 
others.

I. A. A. teams on account 
of being blacklisted by the latter organi- 
zation last December wil] probably oper- 
ate so heavily against the arrangement of 
a satisfactory schedule to work for that 
unless South Carolina's athletic govern- 
ors look sharply their rate of athletic 
progress is liable to suffer a backset—a 
thing greatly to be deplored. 

Sewanee, we are told, loses at least five 
veterans. But the college on the high 
hill has been turning out gdbd teams for 
too long a time, and with too great regu- 
larity to permit of any half way observer 
imagining that this year she is bound to 
suffer a big slump.» Indeed, I doubt if 
she suffers at all.

Other teams more remotely situated can 
not be dealt with now for lack of space. 
Tennessee Medical is coming along rapid- 
ly, improving each year; A. & M. of 
North Carolina plays now much better 
ball than she is generally given credit 
for, Tulane not near as good as she ought 
fo play. Virginia, North Carolina and 
the other teams up that way I cannot 
discuss here as we so seldom see them 
down this way.

Vanderbilt, like Sewanee, seems to have 
lost a number of good men, but they 
told me last spring of no end of spligndid 
entering material for this fall, and with 
their new coach of Yost’s school, I feel 
sure they have no fears. Indeed they 
need have none, as, like Sewanee, they 
have now played good football too long 
at Vanderbilt to fear any radical lower- 
ing of their high standard. 

To sum up: it looks to me as though 
southern football will. witness a general 
rise ‘all along the line for 1904. As to 
which will ultimately prove the best team 
it is a waste of time to specuate. A real 
championship can never be awarded un- 
less all the southern colleges will ‘play 
all the others, or at least all the leaders 
pay together, and that seems out of the 
question. Indeed, it is» to be doubted 
whether the ‘championship’ is a goed 
thing either for the coleges, the play- 
ers or the game. But more of this an- 
other time.

He was a crack 
pitcher of the Georgia team, one of her 
best halfbacks, and skilled in the high 
jump and in the pole vault. 

Sandy Beaver, last year with Stone 
Mountain and now with Donald Fraser, 
is another of GJeorgia’s best men. He 
graduated in 1903. While in college he 
played first base and one year captained 
the baseball team, and was one of her 
best line men 

Frank Anderson; of Stone Mountain, is 
the last of the trio. He was captain of 
last year’s baseball team, Maying sec- 
ond base and pitching. He has won many 
a game for the red and black while on 
the slab and his work was always good. 
He was a back at Georgia in the foot- 
ball season. 

Chief among them all, from a football 
standpoint, however, ranks Sadier, who 
will be with Stone Mountain this year. 
Sadier is the greatest player developed 
in the south for many years. His 
strength in’ football lay in his excellent 
work, both as captain and quarterback 
of the team.

JAPANESE ARMY SURGEONS 
~ WORK REMARKABLE CUpp 


GORDON SMITH, correspondent 
J ef The London Morning Post, 

© sends the following interesting let- 
ter to his paper from, Tokio: 

Today I have been gisiting the hospil- 
tals of the capital, Where the “men 
broke in the wars” are being treated. 
My experiences have impressed me with 
the fact that the Japanese army sur- 
geons are demonstrating to the satis- 
faction of medical men sent here by va- 
rious nations to. study their methods of 
dealing with the sick and wounded that 
more men recover from wounds when 
operations are not performed than other- 
wise. On the wounded of the armies of 
Japan now in the field, the surgeons are 
making operation in very few cases; 
in no case do they operate until the 
second day, and then only as a matter of 
extreme urgency. In the main, the 
wounds of those shot in the fleld are 
dressed antiseptically by the surgeons at 
the front, and the dressings are not re- 
moved until such time as the soldiers 
are brought to a hospital where there 
are perfect arrangements for the treat- 
ment of the wounded. Even then there 
are few operations. The wounds are 
bathed with an antiseptic washing, and 
then, as an American army surgeon 
whom I met at the Sekijuji, or Red 
Cross hospital, said, ‘‘They let the Lord 
do the rest—and He is doing it.” At 
both hospitals, the Eiju, Byoinn or mili- 
tary hospital, and the Sekijufi,, or 
Red Cross hospital, saw how 
successful was the

incident was prearranged and part of 
a echeme hatched by the Parker man-

’ Anybody familiar with the incidents 
attending the receipt of that telegram at 
St. Louis does not have to be told that 
the appearance of that little piece of 
yellow paper caused consternation at 
Parker headquarters. However much 
they may have expressed their grati- 
fication after the convention had disposed 
of the matter as it did,«Mr. Sheehan and 
Mr. Belmont and Mr. Hill were in any- 
thing but a pleased frame of mind when 
that telegram reached them. One of 
these men said it was nothing short of 
rank ingratitude on the part of Judge 
Parker to thus send what those looking 
after his interests feared might prove a 
boom that might lead to the undoing 
of all the results they had secured for 
him after hard and strenuous work.

posed as weather prophets, Primi- 
tive men had their various weather signs 
and prognostics; the red man in his sav- 
age state had his “rain doctor;” later 
came the almanac with its forecasts of 
the weather, for coming seasons, but it 
is comparatively recent date that me- 
teorology was given a place antong the 
true sciences, and a regular weather ser- 
vice organized for the benefit of the pub- 
lic. 

Meteorology being one of the younger 
sciences is the object of much speculation 
‘on the part of those who dupe the public 
‘into the belief ‘that they possess the key 
,to the book of nature, and Bre therefore 
/capable of penetrating into the mysteries 
‘of the future and seeing just what weath- 

er will occur during periods covering as 
'much as a year, The publication and dis- 
| semination of these spurious weather pre- 
| dictions are a serious menace ‘to public 
‘interests and cast a doubt upon the hon- 
esty of the author who claims disinter- 
ested devotion to the public welfare. 

The importance of knowing future 
weather conditions has long Seen appre- 
ciated by the leading scientists of the 
world ond they have carefully studied 
the subject, exhausting every theory in 
their efforts to discover some method of 
foretelling future weather changes for 
even so short a period as a month or 
even a week, but so far it is utterly im- 
‘possible to tell with absolute certainty 
‘even two days in advance except when 
ithe conditions are very decided. 

The weather bureau is utilizing the best 
|talent obtainable in its endeavor to meet 
the requirements of the people for whom 
Tfi-was organized, and contrary to the fake 
‘long-range forecasters, it takes the public 
‘into its confidence and makes known its 
| methods and theories. Therefore, the ad- 
|vancement of this important branch of 
‘science should not be hindered by the 
encouragement of those who have abso- 
‘lutely no standing in the scientific world. 

Methods of Some “Forecasters.”’ 
While the predictions of the weather 
‘bureau are based upon the actual condi- 
| tions over the country as shown by the 
| daily maps, those of the so-called long- 
‘range forecasters are founded on a@ num- 
‘ber of various principles. One bases: his 
‘conclusions upon the records of many 
|years; another claims that the weather !s 
‘controlled by planetary combinations and 
stellar influences; a third bases his pre- 
i'dictions upon the spots upon the sun, 
| declaring that the solar spots control our 
| weapher; another claims to be endowed 

with periods of inspiration during which 

he devotes his time to ‘“‘weather making” 
‘and writes just what sort of weather to 
expect during the coming year. There is 

y% 


probably another class that adopts « 
combination of all the preceding methods. 
In all cases the predictions emanating 
from such sources are couched in. such 
ambiguous terms as to apply about as 
well to a thunderstorm, hurticane or 
earthquake, and to one section of the 
country as well as. the other, 

It is difficult to imagine how ft is pos 
sible for any extraterrestrial forces, upon 
which many of the long-range forecasts 
are based, to produce a storm uniess the 
action ocours over the entire hemisphere, 
To say that a storm will occur on a ce™ 
tain day and claim a verification if one 
should occur at one place or fin one 
section of the country is of no commer- 
cial value whatever, for there is scarcely 
a day when there is not a storm fn prog- 
ress somewhere in the northern hemi- 
sphere, if not In our own country. 

The commonest force to which weather 
changes have been ascribed is the moon, 
and this is known to be a dead and Inert 
body, which’ imparts to the earth only & 
very small part of the heat it receives 
from the sun—so feeble is this heat that 
the most powerful instruments are neo- 
essary to detect it; therefore there can. 
be but little caloric action. The theory 
that the moon produces tides In our at- 
mosphere similar to those of the ocean, 
has been carefully investigate? with the 
result that these atmospheric tiles are 
extremely feeble and can only be found 
near the equator and disappear in the 
middie latitudes, 

Moon Forecasts Useless, 

It has been proven that temperature, 
cloudiness and storms do not show any 
periodicity in relation to that of the 
phases of the moon. This fact ‘thas been 
proven by numerous experiments in Ger- 
many, France and other countries, 

The planets have yielded very powerful 
theories for weather changes, Dut it 
seems incredible that any one who real- 
izes tthe power of the sun can for a 
moment think that one of his tiny at- 
tendants can overpower his effects and 
produce storms in its own locality. 

By some pseudo weather prophets !t fs 
claimed that the planet has its moet 
marked effect when it is farthest from 
the line between the earth and the sun, 
while others claim just the reverse. It 
is to these opposite theories that are 
due the well known results that the storm 
periods of one ate the fair periods of 
another. In the face of these plain con- 
tradictions perfect verification of their 
guesses are claimed by both. 

A rigid and impartial system of vert- 
‘fication would soon gettle the question 
and expose the utter uselessness of these 
| guesses, which are doing positive injury 
to the public at large. It is to be re- 
gretteqd that so many newspapers not 
only give space for these harmful pre- 
dictions, but some actually pay for them. 
Forecasts of this description can prop- 
erly be classed with advertisements of 
quack medicines—they are both harm- 
ful in the extreme.

Before Day Club Discovered in 
Clarke County,

Had Decided to Kill Six Well Known 
White Farmers in Kenny’s Dis- 
trict in That County—Ar- 
rests Are to Be 
Made. 


Athens, Ga., September 10.—Special.)— 
Several days since a dispatch was sent 
out to the effect that theré were good 
grounds to suspect that several negroes 
had organized a “Before Day Club” in 
Kenney’s district, in this county, and 
were plotting to kill and rob several well- 


known citi®ens. 

This morning it was. stated on tne 
streets that the evidence with which to 
corner the ringleaders was about to be 
secured and this afternoon a number 
of points were secured, which will proba- 
bly lead to the arrest of the negroes im- 
plicated Monaay. 

According to the evidence thus far se- 
cured, elgnt negroes*in Kenney’s district 
are implicated in this plot. It seems 
that this plot was talked of as far back 
as last September, but that it was not 
earriead out, the leaders preferring to 
wait. The names of the negroes thus far 
implicated are Lum Cooley, Sam Smith, 
Mit Smith, Ed Smith, Charlie Handy and 
John Sims. They are all farm hands and 
live on the plantations of the men whom 
they are alleged to be plotting against. 
The men who have been marked for the 
slaughter are T. J. Poss, .W. J. Poss, E. 
3. Lester, W. T. Lester, Hugh Poss and 
Adolphus Smith, all well-to-do farmers 
in that section of the country. 

The aim of the negroes is said to have 
been to wait until a few bales of cotton 
had been picked and sold, and tnen to

RUSSIAN RETREAT BEGIN 


WHEN JAPS OPENED FIRE 


Great Part of Work of Great Battle 
wone by Artillery—Russtfan Cav- 
alry Failed to Get Infor- 
mation of Japanese 
Movements. 


Liao-Yang, September 4.—Via Tetntsin, 
September 1!0.—The Japanese yesterday 
evening discovered that the Russians 
had evacuated Liao-Yang and at Pf 
o’clock they sent scouting parties to the 
southern and western walls of the city, 
At 3 o'clock the troops of the victorious 
army quietly entered and occupied Liao- 
Yang, General Kuropatkin’s former base 
and stronghold. 

This success was achieved after five 
days of glorious fighting. After General 
Kuroki had noted the march of the Tenth 
Russian army corps, which he had driven 
in the An-Ping road to the plain, on 
its way to join the Russian center, which 
General Nodzu had forced in from Kao- 
fengshi, he divided his forces stationed 
in the An-Ping and Feng-Wancheng roads 
He took care to have a sufficiently strong 
force on the Feng-Wang cheng road on 
General Nodzu’s extreme right, and sent 
to General Nodzu, who was »vsushing 
with -the Japanese center army along 
the Menchiafeng and south roads the 
brigade to Menchiafeng, three regiments 
to Chiaofantun and two regiments to 
the southward. 

General Kuroki in the meantime waited 
quietly with two more divisidns on the 
south bank of the Taitse river. On At} 
gust 3! the artillery under General Nodzu 
bombarded flercely the three hills at 
chiofangtun. On the same day General 
Oku, in command of the Japanese left 
army, working his way with rifle fire 
and artillery, slowly advanced along the 
railroad in spite of the Russian oppo- 
sition from neighboring elevations and 
fortifications. The left army thus moved 
toward Shusaen. 

Russian Cavalry Failed. 

The Russian cavalry was not able to 
locate the Japanese trenches on this 
advance. The character of the Japanese 
advance apparently had served as & 
warning to General Kuropatkin to make 
sure of his retreat and his transport was 
at once seen moving rapidly out of Liao- 
Yang over the railroad bridge. 

On August 30 the Japanese closed in 
on the Russians in their mountain post- 
tion at Chiaofantun. Here the guns were 
s0 close to each other that it was almost 
possible for the battery commanders to 
see each other’s spectacles. 

At 10 o'clock on the morning of the 
30th General Kuropatkin’s staff moved 
out of Lino-Yang. At the same time 
rifie fire was heard drawing nearer to 
the railroad station. Wounded men, of 
whom none were seen on the 29th, were 
trailing along the roads from the south 
and southwest into Liao-Yang on the 
30th. The Russians made use of @ 
field battalion all day long on the 30th 
and by means of it they got the range 
of one Japanese battery, which they sue- 
ceeded in putting out of action. 

They fafled to find either the enemy's 
batteries or troops later, while the Japa- 
nese continued to silence Russian bat 
terles. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon of 
the 30th the Japanese shelled a Russian 
battery position on a hill within 3 miles 
of Iiao-Yang, but shortly after this hour 
it became apparent that the Russians 
had begun to hold their own. By 4 
o'clock in the afternoon the Japanesé 
shrapnel fire was confined to the position 
at Chiaofantun, where the Russions were 
disputing every hillock with the enemy. 
The fighting of the 30th came to a close 
at 7 in the evening. The Russian casual- 
ties for the 29 and 30th totaled more than 
5,000 men. 

The Japanese, from a low range of hills 
to the southeast and south of Sbhushan 
began sheHing the northern end of the 
Russian line at Shushan at 9:45 on the 
morning of the 3ist. The artillery fire 
was preceded and accompanied by infan- 
try rushes over the valiey and the lower 
hills south of th2 road. They began 
before dawn and were continued until 
evening, the Japanese officers urging their 
worn out and faithful men with the points 
of their swords. 

Fierce Fight for Hilltop. 

There was very hard fighting at @ 
round topped hill in the Russian line 
opposite the point where the two Japa- 
nese armies under Generals Nodzu and 
Oku came together.

Bottled Grapes. 

(From The Saturday Bvening Post.) 

Grape groprers in the United States may 
Gertwe 9 tseful hint from a process, as 
yet unknown on this side of the water, 
by which vine growers in France are 
enabled to market fresh outdoor grapes 
ali through the winter. The method, 
which is a recent invention, is both 
curious and interesting. Bunches of the 
finest grapes, when ripe in autumn, are 
cut in such a way that to each bunch a 
piece of the viee five or six inches long 
remains attached. From this plece the 
stem of the bunch hangs—an arrange- 
ment which, as will presently be seen, 
is essential to the success of the opera- 
tion. A large number of wide-necked 
bottles, filled with water, are ranged in

horizontal rows on racks in a cellar, and 
in the open end of each of these recep- 
tacles is placed a bunch of grapes—that 
is to say, the piece of vine stem is insert. 
ed into the mouth of the bottle, and the 
grapes hang outside. The grapes do not 
touch the bottle, but are supplied with 


j} moisture through the vine stem, which is 


immersed in the water. In this manner 
“black Hamburgs” and other choice ta- 
ble grapes are kept fresh and perfect 
through the entire winter. The tempera- 
ture of the cellar, being uniform and 
moderately low, is favorable to the 
preservation of the fruit, and, to compen- 
sate for evaporation, water is supplied 
daily to the bottles. Naturally, such 
grapes are expensive, but there are plenty 
of people, it seems, who are glad to pay 
$2 a pound, or even a higher price, for 
them.

| A computation of the United States 
‘interstate commerce commission is re- 
ferred to in The German Export Review, 
‘according to which English rallway 
freight rates are 100 per cent higher than 
those of the United States, while, ac- 
cording to another high authority quoted, 
the advantage is still greater, the United 
States freight rates, in part, being only 
one-third those of Europe.

|that, so far, they have only shown how

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| Dustless Roads in France 
\(From United _ States Consy] 
Mannheim, Germany.)

|}months, he remarks that dust and mud 
have wholly disappeared and the most of 
maintenance of the roads has been con- 
‘siderably reduced. Further comparing 
the previous outlay on the roads with

says: 

“It appears that it may be assumed 
that the tarring method requires no 
greater outlay, and at the same time very 
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considerably improves the condition of 
the roadway. 

‘In LaCher two lengths of the Chausee 
National were coated with tar in June 
and August of 1902. Both these experi- 
ments have been entirely guccessful, the 
road now being covered with an elastic 
skin. while the sound of foot passengers’ 
tread is muffied and horses and draft 
oxen require only one-half the effort 
they put forth before. The noise and 
vibration caused by vehicular traffic Is 
much reduced and neither dust nor mud 
is formed on the tarred surface. Again, 
the inhabitants of St. Amando and 
neighborhood, as well as the officials of 
the bridges and roads department, are 
satisfied as to the beneficial effect of 
the tar coating.’ ”’ 


New Tuberculosis Serum. 

(From United ftates Consul-General 
Guenther, Frankfort, Germany.) 
The London Daily Mall of March 24, 
1902, bas the following with reference to 

@ new serum for curing consumption: 

His new treatment for the cure of 
tuberculosis was described by Dr. Mar- 
morek at St. George hospital last night. 

In testing his treatment the doctor 
said he had chosen sevete consumptivs 
eases, for otherwise his results would 
have been open to the criticism that 
they could have been obtained by any 
other method. He detailed the elabo- 
rate steps necessary to secure a serum 
which would act as an antidote to the 
disease. The principle was to isolate 
the specific poison of the disease, and 
by injecting this into horses stimulate 
them to produce the antidote. 

One of his most striking cases was 
one of so-called ‘‘galloping consumption, ” 
which came under his care in the third 
week of the disease. Forty-seven in- 
jections of the serum were given and in 
five months the patient was, to all ap- 
pearances, cured. He showed charts 
and diagrams illustrating the great im - 
provement and apparent cure of several 
other cases The patients lost their 
shortness of breath and gained in weight 
and strength, although sanatorium treat. 
ment had previously failed to do them 
any good. Yet no other medicine was 
used during the time the injections were 
employed. Naturally, the most success- 
ful cases were those where the destruc- 
tion of the lung tissue was least ad- 
vanced—that is to say, the acute rather 
than the chronic cases. 

The general feeling at the lecture was 
that a prima facie case had been made 
out for the new serum, but that it would 
be a misfortune which all the medicai 
profession would deplore if any exag- 
gerated hopes were based upon It.

é¢ HPN you go to New York 
W keep out of sanitariums, and 
going to the shops leave your 

purse at home,” was the advice an ex~ 
perienced woman recently gave a@ group 
of southern women whom she was chid- 
ing for all the money they spent need- 


wssiy in New York. . 

“Go to New York for pleasure,” she 
said, “but get there only those things 
gou cannot possibly get at home, and do 
not foo] yourself that you can shop there 
any cheaper than in Atlanta. It is all 
right to go for the pleasure and excite- 
ment, but acknowledge that is the pur- 
pose and not motives of economy. 

“The sanitarium habit in New York is 
a fad of the moment that is making all 
thstitutions of the kind, large and mo 

rous investments, where 

oe ae es | boon when illness comes to 
those people who live in congested cen- 
ters of large cities, in hotels, flats or 
boarding houses, they are abused in a 
sense by women with nerves who think 
they need the ‘rest cure’ and who nag 
indulgent husbands into letting them try 
one, just as they try the newest summer 
hotel, or the most recently invented au- 
tomobille, 

“They can really become worked up to 
that point when a change is needed and 
sure decisive measures are necessary to 
bring them to a normal condition. But if 
they would stop to consider that the 
money required for the sanitarium woul’ 
be ample to purchase a new sealskin coat, 
a diamond heart, or a fine horse; that ex- 
pended other ways it would be so much 
more lasting in the pleasure it would give 
than to be able to exchange stones with 
your next door neighbor who Hkewise 
felt that a visit to an up to date sani- 
tarium was one of the duties of Madame 
La Mode, fewer women would indulge in 


the fad. 

“But the lddies with the sanitarium 
‘fad’ are not nearly so numerous as yet 
as those ladies who really believe that

T would seem that women who shop 
|. great dea] might do well to con- 

sider the matter more seriously than 
they do. It is a part of their duty, their 
business, as women. Upon many of 
them, possessed of large families, the re- 
sponsibility of spending many thousands 
of dollars is given. 

Few men require of their wives or the 
women dependent upon them an exact 


their money judiciously, and there is no 
‘reason why women should feel that they 
are justified in spending carelessly even 
the smallest amount of money under the 
head of shopping. 

That shopping in the great metropolis 
is alluring no one can doubt, but ft be- 
comes a dissipation—a fleeting pleasure, 
and if women would but face the fact 
of it, they could still have the pleasures 
Gotham affords and save the money they 
recklessly spend in shopping. This, of 
course, does not apply to that woman 
the wife of the multi-millionaire who can 
afford to go directly to the importer of 
superb gowns and order her outfit for 
the season, or to the milliner, and re- 
@ardless of cost, select her hats. 

It does not apply to the woman who 


holstery, designed and made to order, 
whose linens are woven according to her 
taste in Belfast, and whose glass and 
china are made from a mould afterwards 
destroyed, to preserve her possession of 
the original. 

Incidentally it might be stated, how- 
ever, that this very woman is the one 
of all others who gets the worth of her 
money, and realizes its value to that ex- 
tent when she does not waste it. But 
it applies to those hundreds of women 
whose husbands are prosperous and gen- 
erous, and who can afford and are willing 
to see their wives spend money, but not 
waste it. 

It applies to those women who, when 


|they go to New York, are led into the 


purchase of three pattern hats because 
they are patterns and said to be reduced, 
when one pattern hat is all that is need- 
ed, and to those women who, when they 
find the Atlanta milliners are selling the 
same patterns bought from the same im- 
porter, are furious, and imagine their 
hat has been copied. 

Atlanta has reached that size when 
her merchants have the same advantage 
of selection that the metropolitan mer- 
chants have, and strange as it may 
seem, they can sometimes afford to seil 
their wares cheaper, because their ex- 
penses are not so great. Such was the 
case not long since when an Atlanta 
modiste sold a cloak, a model which she 
had bought from the importer, to an 
Atlanta patron for $125. The purchaser 
the first night she wore it found in the 
dressing room the exact duplicate of 
the coat ang found the possessor to be 
an intimate friend who had made her 
purchase in New York. They knew 
each other well enough to compare notes 
and price, and the one who had made 
her purchase in New York was chag- 
rined to acknowledge she had paid $150 
for her coat. 

The Atlanta modiste could afford to 
sell for what she did, and still make, 
because unlike her rival in New York, 
she did not have to keep up the ap- 
pearances of the shop, with all its ac- 
cessories, nor did she have to pay the

to do better with her money. If upon 
investigation of her home market she 
finds that she cannot get her money's 
worth, then no one can blame her for 
going elsewhere, but it is useless for 
her to argue except under unusual] cir- 
cumstances, or in the purchase of rare 
things, that she cannot do the average 
shopping as economically here as in the 
more crowded shops of busy Gotham.

THE TOXAWAY REGION 


Conquered by Man. 
THE HEART OF THE MOUNTAINS 


In the Sapphire Country a Vast Lake 
Has Been Constructed and Is & 
Mecca for Tourists—Magnificent 
Scenery Made Accessible—Climax 
of a Trip to Summit of Mount 


Toxaway. 


Lake Toxaway, N. C., September ?0.— 
(Special Correspondence.)—Away up in 
the mountains, a thousand feet or more 
above Asheville, and where nature still 
hold@s her fascinating sway, is Lake 
Toxaway, the story of which reads like 
a romance. Here men with money and 
courage and brains have conquered the 
wilderness. They have planted civiliza- 
tion in the very heart of the forest and 
they have accomplished the result with 
such skill that it is but a step from 
modern convenience and comfort into the 
heart .of primeval conditions. The 
strangest part of it all is that the touch 
of civilization does not jar or seem ob- 
trusive. It is absolutely harmonious, In 
this, It seems to me, has the greatest 
victory been achieved, 

Eighteen months ago, where there ‘s 
now railroad and hotel and lake, there 
was nothing but the unbroken forest. 
The story of the transformation is like 
another chapter of Aladdin's lamp. It 
is a curious fact that nearly all the men 
who have invested their money in this 
great enterprise—and they own no less 
than 36,000 acres—used to seek thelr 
‘yearly recreation in these mountain wilds 
long before they even dreamed of own- 
ing a foot of property. But that ila a 
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part of the story. 

It is also a part of the story to tell how 
this section came to be known as the 
Sapphire coufitry. I had an idea that 
the word sapphire had some relation to 
the blueness of the lakes and the skies, 
but I was mistaken. It seems thal some 
‘eight or ten years ago corundum was 
| discovered in the mountains about twelve 
miles from the present site of Toxaway 
Inn. Corundum is popularly known as 
emery, or rather, sapphireg and corun- 
|dum and emery are mineralogical cousins, 
| The sapphire, as every one knows, is 
‘next in value and hardness to the dia- 
|mond, and this particular corundum was 
‘of such blueness and hardnesg that it 
| wae commercially Known a8 
' corundum,” The mines came 
krfOwn as “sapphire mines,’ and very 
soon the name spread to the 
entire section. When the mines 
became exhausted the Pittsburg 
people who were interested in them 
| heightened the dam, which had furnished 
water power, and made an artificial lake, 
'They lived in the little boarding house 
‘and they found life so_delightful, even 
|though they had to ride nearly forty 
‘miles in a stage to reach Sapphire, that 
| they weturned year after year with their 
families. The water and air were deli- 


| clous, and the trees seemed greener, the | 


‘sky bluer and the clouds whiter than 


‘anywhere else in the world. 

The fame of the Sapphire spread. Other 

families endured the discomfort of a long, 
|rough drive to spend the summer amid 
| unique surroundings. Then the Toxa- 
| Way company was organized and Fatlr- 
'fleld Inn was built, another artificial lake 
' being constructed under the shadow of 
'a precipice nearly |!,000 feet high. Al- 
though 40 miles from the -railroad, the 
house was crowded each year and then 
the company planned its last and greatest 
enterprise. This was the construction of 
(a mammoth hotel with another artificial 
jlake, The genius who planned this lake 
| was Mr. J. F. Hays, who had been at- 

tracted to this region because of its 
| health-restoring characteristics. 

| For three months the Toxaway River 
|emptied itself into the valleys before it 
|reached the level of the overflow Deside 
| the dam. Then Toxaway Lake was a real 
thing, and the surrounding mountains 
| were mirrored on its placid surface, In 
| the meantime the work of constructing 
| the railroad progressed, while a thousand 
| men were gathered together in the con- 
struction of the hotel. Every stick of 
‘timber in the mammoth structure was cut 
'from the mountains Sawmills, planing 
mills and molding mills were erected and 
hummed busily. The mountains heard 
the strange sounds of hammer and saw 
and steam engine. The task of feéding a 
great army of men was in itself a serious 
problem, but, like everything else, it was 
successfully surmounted. The five-story 
building, handsome in its architecture 
and modern in all its appointméfts, arose 
like magic. Then the workmen. folded 
their tents and disappeared, leaving their 
handiwork to stand as a monument of 
American enterprise. It was a brave ex- 
periment to make—to conquer the wilder- 
ness and then expect the people to come 
—but it has succeeded. Toxaway is al- 
ready the summer mecca of the south, 
and Mr. G. A. Keeler, who has been in- 
trusted by the company with the manage- 
ment of the hotel, says that the northern 
people are also finding their way in the 
Sapphire region. It seems odd for North- 
ern people to go south in summer, but 
nowhere else is there such a multitude of 
mountains, and at an altitude of 3,000 
feet a blanket is a comfortable covering, 
even in August, 

With all my expertence in this Land of 
the Sky—and I have stood on the top of 
Mount Mitchell—I have found that to con- 
quer the mountain peaks one must labori- 
ously climb. The summit of Mount Tox- 
away, however, is reached by a wagon 
road, so that one enters a carriage at the 
hotel and alights at The Lodge, a bunga- 
low on the top of the mountain. The 
drive is a succession of impressive views, 
and not the least of its charms is a 2- 
mile experience in what is known as the 
| ‘lack Forest—a place where the virgin 

timber ig so heavy that the sunlight 
scarcely filters through. It recalled the 
~ lines of Longfellow’s “Evange- 

ne: 


| 


This is the forest primeval. The mur- 
muring pines and the hemilocks, 
Bearded with moss, and in garments 
green, indistinct in the twilgiht, 

Stand like Druids of old. 


The pines and hemlocks are of enor- 
mous height and girth, and are almost as 
black as the balsam. They are absolute- 
ly impressive in their silent grandeur, 
and it is almost a relief to emerge from 
their dense shadow. As the road ascends, 
it affords a wider and wider view, until, 
when the summit is reached, the whole 
World seems spread beneath. Far to the 
west are the Great Smoky Mountains, 
which mark the Tennessee boundary: to 
the northwest Mount Mitchell towers 
nearly 7,000 feet, far above all the other 
peaks; to the south are the mountains 
in Georgia, and at the extreme northeast, 
dim and misty, Grandfather and Roan 
mountains mark the distant horizon. Be- 
tween the top of Mount Toxaway and the 
farthest extent of this wide expanse there 
is @ succession of mountain ranges, huge 
| billows of forest-covered earth and rock. 
| with their outlines emphasized by over 
|200 peaks, nearly all of them 4,000 or 
/5,000 feet high. Behind this wonderful 
| panorama the sun sank in the west, with 
_the valleys in deep shadow long before 
daylight had left the mountain top. Then 
the moon flooded the scene with ig sil- 
very softness unti] morning came. In 
| the morning we were in clouds, enveloped 
in misty silence. Once the curtain lifted, 
revealing peak and valley below us, and 
then again it descended, leaving us in 
isolation amid the clouds. 

Through the white veil which surround- 
ed us, the horses made their way down 
the mountain, and brought us, ail too 
soon, into the workaday world again.

How the Wilderness Has Been| 
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HE “student question!” Here in 
: Atlanta it is as troublous as the 

“servant question,” and the answer 
sems as far to seek. Musicians are dis- 
cussing it as often as they have time to 
| set away from the actua] battling with 
\it long enough to discuss anything, but 
no scheme has yet been evolved to cope 
| with its increasing evils. 
| What is the student looking for? And 
| what does he intend to do? Has he an 
| ambition, an fdeal? Or is his purpose 
| one that must be given a more sordid 
| name? Would he appeal to the critical 
ear? Or is it the popular attention, with 
|all its insignificance, that he would se 
| cure? 

These seem strange doubts where art 
is concerned, but art plays a very unim- 
portant part in some student situations, 
and the prevailing principle in music 
study—if principle it may be termed— 
seems to be no longer that the student 
may know music, but that the music 
student may be known. Thus the whole 
attitude of music study is changed, and 
the musician who has held always the 
creed of Humility before the Power of 
Music must reverse his way of beliey- 
ing or be deemed hopelessly behind the 
spirit of the times. 

What its the student looking for? And 
what does he intend to do? These are 
the first questions in one form or an- 
other, a teacher asks a new pupil, and 
the answers, often as not, are mislead- 
ing. If the prospective pupil “Is honest 
enough to confess that he desires only 
enough for a “parlor accomplishment’— 
& vague limitation that foreshadows 
acute suffering in store for the “parlor 
company’’—the teacher may perhaps ac- 
cept the student with a conscientious 
mental reservation to the effect that the 
student may be led through gentle 
Stages of persuasion to yearnings for 
grand opera expression or the honors of 
the virtuoso. . 

Again the pupfl may declare. and at 
the time with sincerity, because he does 
not realize what he is promising imself, 
that he desires to become a cultured 
musician, with the concert stage or the 
class room as his final object. 

Thig latter type is easier to deal with 
in the beginning, because he expects 
hard work at first; and there are still 
some instances of continued persever- 
ance to attain the final success. Such a 
student does not travel far along the

have expanded with his growing knowl- 
edge of the art or deteriorated through 
the worldly influences with which he is 
obliged to come in contact. 

Then it is not hard to predict what 
will be the course of his career. His 
|Own disposition, of course, will be the 
strongest force in the forming of his 
future, and so his future depends now- 
/adays upon his ability to withstand the 
evils of the modern, musica] life which 
is too often unhealthy. 

“Honors that are cheap.”” In these 
few words is the summing up of local 
musical disaster. A thoughtful musician 
who used the words recently to charac. 
terize Atlanta was scarcely extravagant, 
and the newspapers cannot deny their 
part of the guilt. Yet the responsibility 
for the false ideas of art that are al- 
lowed to exist and are fostered among 
students lies not wholly with the news- 
papers, which are intended to reflect the 
epirit of the times. 

Rather it is the whole trend of modern 
thought and habit that besmirches admir- 
able ambition. It is the mercenary in- 
clination and the love of notoriety; tin 
other words, the spirit of calculation, a 
spirit that is absolutely antagonistic to 
that of art which is a spirit of delicacy 
and modesty, and yet of intensity. 

The teacher with a conscience finds the 
possession, therefore, almost an embar- 
rassment at times, certainly in the way 
of his worldly advancement, and so the 
work of teaching is doubled in its d@if- 
ficulty for he must not only put into the 
mind of the student ideas he needs and 
develop those he has, but he must drive 
Out the antagonistic ideas that the too 
apt student may derive from his contact 
with the popular musical ideas, which are 
not artistic.

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WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBITS 
OF PHYSICAL TRAINING 


international . expositions has 


Yor the presentation and exploitatio 
man’s progress toward his more perfect 
physical development and training. 

That the creation at this department of 
physical culture, ag it is termed, was e 
wise move is amply evidenced by the 
interest thate is taken throughout the 
world in its plans and announcements. 
The fact that this is the first recognition 
that has been given to this important 
subject seems fully appreciated, more 
especially ag it will enable those who 
are interested in pfiyaical training to ex- 
ploit It in a manner that has never been 
attempted before. 

A large area has been assigned the 
department of physical culture within the 
exposition grounds, on which are pre- 
sented all kinds of athletic sports, on 
an exhibit basis, as well as in open com- 
petition. It contains the largest track and 
stadium ever built in America with a 
field large enough for equestrian polo, 
football, baseball and other outdoor 
sports. There is installed & model play 
ground, wherein children play during the 
day and an ideal camp for boys, 

There is erected for this department a 
physical.culture hall, situated at the ex- 
treme west of the exposition grounds, 
fronting east. This ‘beautiful granite 
| building is the gift of the Louisiana Pur- 
'chase Exposition Company to Washing- 
ton university as a compensation for the 
use of their buildings during the world's 
| fair period. 
| The first floor of this bullding contains 
the office, gymnasium, locker rooms and 
showers. In the gymnasium are display- 
ed every piece of gymnastic apparatus as 
now used in any college or school gym- 
nasium in this cuntry. The two upper 
floors are at present devoted to exhibits, 
the trophy room being situated above the 
main hall. Among these exhibits are 
shown the application of gymnastics to 
the normal child, the feeble-minded, in- 
sane and incorrigible, and are familiar- 
ized with the new inventfons and devices 
which etand for progress. 

Of the many exhibits of which I shall 
describe some separately is fougd that of 
Chicago’s high and norma! schools. In 
this exhibit interesting and instructive 
charts are found, showing the course: of 
power during the day according to which 
‘the lessons should be gauged, in order 
to tax the child from hour to hour in 
proportion to his or her power only; other 
charts showing extremes of strength, of 
endurance, growth in height, etc. 

We find all the high schools equipped 
with gymnasia, varying from 64 to 100 
feet In length, 32 to 72 feet in breadth 
and 2!) to 365 feet in height. 

Studies of the normal school receive 
part of their practical] training by teach- 
Ing in the grade schools. Here we have 
a valuable suggestion in the introduction 
of portable apparatus in the school room 
and corridor. For example, one room had 
the free ‘space next to the teacher’s desk 
fitted out witg a vaulting bench, two 
oblique and one horizontal ladder, while 
& corridor showed two perpendicular 
ladders fastened to opposite galls and 
, Supporting a weighted horizontal ladder, 
showing the growing appreciation for ap- 
Paratus work in the grade schools. 

The Michigan State Norma] school 
makes a very interesting exhibit of the 
pantograph, an instrument used for the 
outline of the body and at the same time 
recording it upon a chart. The measure- 
ments are taken of the pupils at the be- 
ginning of the year and again aftér nine 
months of physical training—the results 
are remarkebie, showing ‘great improve- 
ments in pfotruding shoulderblades and 
depth of chest. 

Since we are in the midst of @ cam- 
paign against the present day shoe and 
its evil tendencies, Oberlin’s exhibit will 
be of special interest.

The Missouri exhibit is very interest- 
ing and yery artistically arranged. The 
supporting pillars are transparent, and 
in the St. Louis exhibit entirely filled 
with pictures, showing the work in the 
grade, and in each grade including 
classes in physical culture. Look first at 
one, then at another of the seven 
biogens or mutoscopes which show dif- 
ferent phases typical of the work in 
elementary schools in the state, a high- 
school gymnasium with girls playing 
basket ball, a fencing bout, children in 
one of the normal model] schools and a 
class in dancing at the Kirksville normal.

The plentifully equipped 
gymnasia show schemes for the ar- 
rangement of apparatus, while the school 
rooms show how desks and seats may be* 
utilized in its absence. 

New York shows a small exhibit in a 
cabinet from Syracuse and a most com- 
picte exhibit from New York city. There 
are five cabinets and one large book of 
photographs in addition to photographs 
of well-equipped high-school gymnasia 
and classes, races and class wrestling, 
swimming tanks and showers, an outline 
of the course of study, the organization 
of the athletic league, and the care of 
atypical children. The outline includes 
time of day, kind of exercise, scheme for 
use of games, character of the work and 
principles of progression and selection, 
Selection is with reference to effect upon 
correction of posture and stimulation of 
main physical functions. A two-minute 
setting up drill is used twice in the 
morning and once in the afternoon in 


‘addition to the regular physical train- 
‘ing. The athletic league, while officially 


independent of the board of education, 
is designed to regulate athletics. Its ac- 
confined to out-of-school 
hours, and its by-laws and photographs 
of cups and medals show that it has 
proved all that was hoped for it.

In the Milwaukee public school cabinet 
on “Interiors’’ is a photograph of a 
high-school gymnasium, girls in regula- 
tion suits. In the cabinet on “Build- 
ings’ are photographs of various school 
halls used for gymnastic trainin The 
state school for the deaf shows‘ class- 
room work, skating, coasting and ath- 
letic teams. The state school for the 
blind shows a class just starting on an 
outdoor run, the line being connected and 
held together by a long rope. 

In the West Virginia exhibit we find 
in the cabinet of small town and pre- 
paratory schools country boys doing 
gymnastics in county schools and other 
boys working in the Montgomery gym- 
nasium. 

All the universities exhibit in large 
photographs the interior and exterior of 
thelr gymnasiums, their track and ath- 
lectic flelds, their trophies and the vic- 
torius teams. 

Among the foreign countries, Germany 
and Sweden are of special interest to us, 
because the American system of phys- 
ical training as now used is based upon 
these two-systems.

TEMPERANCE IN ALTRUIST 


One of the most healthful and invigor- 
ating of the temperance efforts in the 
state is voiced by the strong, sturdy little 
monthly called The Altruist. Its col- 
umns are free from the rant and é¢ant 
usually found tin reform periodicals, and 
every issue teems with healthy discus- 
sions and advice. In the current issue is 
a most interesting discussion by J. Clay- 
ton Logan on “The Need of a Legal Tem- 
perance Ald Society.’’ In part he says: 

“Such a society would be helpful to 
lawyers of respectability, because, under 
its cooperative methods,, it could take 
up and carry to a finish many cases com- 
ing under their . observation and which 
they could turn over to the

work, they are compelled to turn away. 

“Such a society would be a protection 
to the weak, finacially, against unscrupu- 
lous lawyers into whose hands they often 
fall and are unfairly treated. It would

“In no branch of organized philanthro- 
py is the posibility of cooperation wider 
than in legal aid. Workers in all lines 
of charity frequently find cases needing 
legal ald and no other relief.

Employers, in 
their relations to employees, are often 
called on to advise in matters that must 
be referred to lawyers. Societies estab- 
‘lished in the interest of laborers and em- 
' ployees frequently have brought to their 
notice cases of gross injustice, of tyran- 
ny and broken laws. Ministers come in 
contact with cases where legal aid’ in 
some small matter is what is needed. All 
of these could refer these cases to the 
legal aid society. 

“The public does not credig, the bar 
with one-half the kindyess and charity 
it bestows, both in advice and labor. But 
charity has been

FOR LOST HEIRS 


Fortunes in the United States 
for People in 
Ireland,

London, September 10.—Representing a 


_ firm of New York lawyers, Mr Fred H. 


Harman has arrived in Ireland seeking 
heirs to many valuable estates left by 
who have died intestate in va- 
rious towns and in the United 
States. The great bulk of the realty 
and persenalty is in New York, he says, 
but substantial sums and valuable prop- 
erty in Boston, Philadelphia, Jersey City, 
Chiaago and San Francisco, now in the 
hands of the public administrators, await 
lawful claimants. 

The object of the lawyer is to find the 
heirs and charge them a commission 
of 10 per cent on all money recovered 
Mr. Harman's investigations in Ireland, 
he says, have already resulted in finding 
four legitimate heirs, two in Galway, 
| one in Mayo and one in Tipperary. Be- 
tween them, he declares, they will be 
able to share about $60,000. But this 
is a mere flea bite compared with what 
Mr. Harman hopes to be able to make 
public administrators in America dis- 
gorge when he completes his invyes- 
tigations.

HE Georgia Industria] home is an 
institution embodying in {ts char- 
acter the very purpose which its 
name implies. It is a home for those 
Georgia children who would otherwise 
have no home because the tles which 
should hold them to something dear by 


_plood or friendship are broken or alto- 


gether amiss. It is industrial, In that 
the children which it fosters are taught 
to do things with their hands; to work, 
not so much for the immediate good 
which it does them, as for the training 
it gives them for the larger labor of 
later life. ‘“‘Suffer little children to come 
unto me and forbid them not,” said the 
‘Master. Dr. Mumford heard the injunc- 
tion and has led the way for many. 

The Home’s Founder. 

It may not beout of place here to say 
something about the late founder of the 
institution, Rev. W. E. Mumford. When 
one comes to speak of a man that the 
people have loved, one must speak rever- 
ently and with a gentle hushing pause 
now and then, or else not speak at all. 
The pause is for what the man was to 
his people, the hush that comes with a 
mother’s full heart when she bends over 
the babe at her breast and can find no 
word to say what words cannot well 
express. 

What was Dr. Mumford to his people, 
to the desolate whom he caHed his own? 
Just as his body was to be lowered in 
ifs grave at Rose Hill cemetery, the 
children of the Georgia Industria] home 
were to sing a hymn as a farewell trib- 
ute to the dead man. But, fnstead of the 
hymn that would have been noble in it- 
self on the lips. of children, the heart 
strings of the little fellows vibrated with 
sadder and far more sacred music, that 
found its broken key in sobs. 

Dr. Mumford was that much to his 
people. He was such a friend to his 
children, that they forgot the 
man in the grave was not their father by 
ylood and only their father by love. 

The Georgia Industrial home was 
founded Febreary 22, 1899. In ‘the be- 
ginning of that year Dr. Mumford was 
the agent of the South Georgia Method- 
ist conference. During his five years’ 
connection with that body he had brought 
many orphans to the orphans’ home 
supported by the Methodists in Vineville. 
But that home was sectarian, and was 
only recognized as a refuge for orphans, 
whereas those children of the state who 
were so unfortunate as to have living 
fathers and mothers under the bar sin- 
ister or some other ban of sorrow were 
not permitted to enter the home, 

So it was that Dr. Mumford decided to 
build a home for destitute children 
which. should open its doors regardless 
of the caste or creed of the small hand 
that knocked. He bought 200 acres of 
land and one small building to start the 
institution off with for $3,000. This he 
had as a beginning; he left the rest to 
the people of Georgia. 

During its five and a half years of ex- 
istence nearly $50,000 2 oblige IF as

Georgia's children. 

Description of the Home. 

Like a miniature kingdom shut off to 
itself, the Georgia Industrial home lies 
5 miles northwest of the heart of Macon. 
With the cottages on the hills to shel- 
ter them and the fields on the hillsides 
ty» feed them, here live and work over 
one hundred happy chilldren, forgetful 
of their past. 

To the high elevation of the buildings 
ef the home is probably due the re- 
Markable state of health, which has al- 
Ways been prevalent among the children. 
No physician’s services have been required 
li nearly two years for the one hundred 
end forty inmates of the home. This 
ls a record which should be a strong in- 
fucement for the maintenance of the in- 
stitution. 

In all ‘there are twelve buildings be- 
Icuging to the Georgia Industrial home. 
These include ‘“‘Pinehurst,’’. the home of 
the superintendent of the institution, 
and “Faith.” q building bought with the 
land by Dr. Mumford and now used as 
the quarters for the boys’ band. 

The first cottage to be erected by 
Means of a donation to the home was 
that given by the Georgia Masons. It 
ls called the “House of Boaz,” and is 
NOW occupied by twenty-eight little 
sitls, ranging in years from ten to four- 
ten. Perhaps, the best furnished of all 
the cottages is that occupied by seven- 
teen of the larger girls from fourteen to 
Syenteen years old. It was donated by 
the Kingy Daughters of the state and 
®iven the sacred name, “Silver Cross.” 

“Hope. Cottage’ is another building 
Where the little girls from eight to ten

duty it is to look after the children in her

ndustrial Side of the Home. 

Si an institution as the Georgia In- 
dustrial home would be of little value 
simply as a refuge for orphaned and 
abandoned ohildren. To afford a home of 
idieness for the destitute children of 
Georgia would only be a choice between 
two evils, one a life of ease with inef- 
fectual results, the other a life of want 
with, porhaps, equally bad results. Each 
child of the institution is given some 
task every day which will occupy his or 
her time, when that necessary time for 
play ig not in order. The good results 
are both direct and indirect. They are 
direct in that the labor gained in em- 
Ploying the children’s time results in 
immediate profit for the institution. They 
are indirect in that when a boy or girl 


leaves the institution it is with a training | 


slong industrial lines that will secure 
employment for the applicant and. en- 
abla the boy or girl, no matter what 
their previous condition may have been, 
to hold up his or her head in the fight 
for a respectable work and recognition. 


The Work Shop. 


This is a large building planned by Dr. 
Mumford as a work shop jor the larger 
boys. dt contains benches and tools for 
carpenter work, besides numerous other 
appliances for doing manual labor. The 
toys do thelr own shoe mending anid 
several cobblers’ outfits are in the build- 
ing. 

As-a part of his original plan for the 
werk shop Dr. Mumfcrd intended fitting 
out the place with lathes and other ma- 
chinery which could be easily operated 
by the water power close at thand, But 
so far the financial state of the insti- 
tution has not been such as to Warrant 
the expenditure. 

In the same building with the work 
shop is the print shop of the Georgia inr- 
dustrial home.

The Farm and Cattle, 

This ie one department of the home 
which has been placed on a good paying 
basis. Altogether the boys have charge 
of’ fifty head of cattle, which they feed 
and water and care for themseives. Be- 
sides furnishing milk and butter for the 
children of the hom» this department 
now has eleven Durham calves ready 
for gale at the coming State fair to be 
held in Macon. For general farm work 
there are five mules belonging to the in- 
atitution. 

‘The barn was built by Dr. Mumfard at 
a eost of. $700, and cattle raising was 
first started with twenty-nine cows 
brought from Texas at a cost of $3,000. 

On a farm that now covers 208 acres 
the boys of the Georgia Industrial home 
raise practically everything known to the 
farmérs of the south. Not a foot of 
available ground is left untilled by these

In fact, she now accuses 
the widow of having virtually kept her 
husband a prisoner, permitting no one to 
see him during the last few months of 
his life, except the doctor, whom she 
had herself engaged.

during his lifetime. Frau Feszthy had 
filed a protest against the will, alleging 
that Jokai was not his own master at 
the time the will was made. The docu- 
ment, she says, is in his handwriting 
merely. and does not represent the wishes 
of his heart. 

Perhaps the most interesting point in 
the case is the question as to the value 
of the estate. The widow insists that 
the poet died actually in debt, while the 
daughter asserts that this is absolute 
nonsense, and that the estate is worth 
near a million kronen ($200,000). The 
estate was inventoried by a court notary, 
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who seems to have accepted unhesitat- 
ingly all the widow's statements, ignor- 
ing the daughter's protests. According 
to the latter’s statement, only a few 
articles of furniture were put in the 
schedule. Valuable collections of curios 
and pictures were not mentioned, neither 
were the publishing rights of the de- 
ceased, which Frau Fesgthy asserts 
have fifty years to run and are worth 
at least half a million kronen ($100,000). 
Among the pictures was an oil painting 
by the famous Russian war artist, 
Vereschtschagin, who met with such a 
tragic end in the war in the Far Bast. 
This picture was dedicated to Jokai, and 
bears the inscription in the painter's 
own handwriting, ‘To Monsieur Jokai.”’ 
Its value is put in the inventory at a 
few kronen only. Jokai’s country villa 
at Schwabenberg, with a large park, is 
put down at $1,200. whereas Frau 
Feszthy declares it worth over 
$20,000. 

Jokai’s widow makes a vigoreus answer 
to these charges, and attacks Frau 
Fesgthy very bitterly, threatening her 
with some unpleasant revelations as to 
her treatment of her father. Frau Jakoi 
says she has legal documents which show 
that the’ daughter received $14,800 in 
hard cash before the second marriage, 
besides other considerable sums. She 
also claims to have a deed under which 
Jakoi gave to her all’ his curios and 
other valuables. This deed states that 
he transferred the property to her as a 
proof of his love, and also in order 
that no other unworthy individual should 
be able to make any claim upon it. 

The official notary’s inventory of the 
estate shows arn indebtedness of $8,000, 
$5,400 of which is due to Jokal’s pub- 
lishers. Frau Feszthy’s lawyers de- 
manded that a new inventory should be 
made, but this the court has refused, 
so that the widow has won the first 
round in the contest. 

The legal situation has now become 
more complicated by the claims of the 
inheritance. Altogether it would seem 
very probable that the lawyers may yet 
get the greater part of Maurus Jokali's 
property.

wife had been dead four- 
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teen years when he married Mile. Belle 
Weiss, an actress attached to the Na- 
tional theater in Buda-Pesth, whose ac- 
quaintance he made at the rehearsal of 
one of his plays. The courtship was a 
brief one, for the aged author proved an 
ardent wooer, but the disparity in the 
ages of the couple expgsed them to much 
ridicule. It was this which led Jokai to 
publish a defense of marriage between 
old men and young women in general, 
and of his own marriage in particular. 
In this he asserted that although his 
years exceeded the psalmist’s limit, the 
snows of wintry age had not chilled his 
blood, while his capacity for love was 
greater than that of most young men of 
the period. But it did not reconcile peo- 
ple to the marriage of the national idol 
with a girl who was young enough to be 
his great-granddaughter. 

The relatives of his first wife, of whom 
he had written after her decease, “‘She 
was the angel of salvation who rescued 
me from exile and death; the sharer of 
all my sorrows, the pride of my life,” 
declared that it was an insult to her 
memory. The fact that his youthful 
bride was an obscure actress caused the 
marriage to be regarded with strong 
disapprobation in the high social circles 
in which the great man had long been 
a welcome guest. And when it was dis- 
covered that she was also a Jewess, the 
anti-Semitic feeling which is so strong 
in Hungary was aroused against him. In 
consequence he fell into disfavor not only 
with the court and aristocracy, but also 
with the Magyar students, who had 
formerly been his most enthusiastic ad- 
mirers, and the ever-fickle pwblic gen- 
erally. No longer did he receive invita- 
tions to exclusive court functions, When 
at other gatherings he chanced to meet 
mempbegs of the imperial family, in place 
of the warm greegings which he hal been 
accustomed to receive at their hands, he 
was treated with cold formality. Many 
old friends ostentatiously ignored him. 
Among those who remained true to him 
not a few refused to receive his wife, 
but the proud old man refused to accept 
invitations in which she was not in- 
cluded.

Jokai paiq another visit to the ceme- 
tery and placed another wreath on his 
wife’s grave, but her infuriated rela- 
tives again destroyed it. Then Jokai 
started legal proceedings against them 
and sought to rally public opinion to 
his side by denouncing their conduct in 
the press. But popular feeling, taking 
little heeg of the legal questions involv- 
ed in the unseemly ‘quarrel, unmistak- 
ably proclaimed itself against him. He 
was no longer the nation’s idol,

“In the statistical tables even the none- 
cooperating missions are embraced—the 
Roman Catholics and the Greek church, 
for example. Thirty denominations are 
represented and forty-three, including in- 
dependent, societies, although. of these 
sixteen are represented by from one to 
four each, and as many more by a nume- 
ber less than ten. Of the 793 Protestant 
missionaries employed nearly one-half be- 
long to the two native organizations, Ni- 
hon périsuto (Presbyterian) and the 
Nippon Sei Kokwai (Anglican), both the 
outgrowth of missions founded in 1859. 
Of the 43,C0O0 Protestant communicants 
enrolled, these organizations embrace 
over 16,000, and those in the churches of 
the American board, founded in 1869, 
number 11.000 more. The estimated value 
of property belonging to these Protestant 
missions now exceeds three-quarters of @ 
million dollars, and of the organized 
churches about one-fifth pay ali their 
own expenses, including the salary of 
the pastor. There are over 50,000 pupils 
in the Sunday school and about 12,000 in 
boarding schools and kindergartens, 
These missions are equipped with hospit- 
als and presses, orphanages and mission 
ships, well as various industrial e3- 
tablishments. Much of the prosperity of 
the work has doubtiess beeg due to the 
harmony and accord which have prevalil- 
ed in its councils. Constant evangelistic 
work is carried on, and in no country is 
Rible colportage more thoroughly organ- 
ized.
